North Carolina and the sma‘] section of 


Virginia between the James and the Ro- 


anokée—a region having a breadth’ of 
about 200 miles and 250 miles in length. 
Within a few days there will be a still 
greater reduc!ion in the area of the are- 
na of the contending hosts. Taking 
Raleigh as the central, pivot, point, the 
following statement of distances is worth 
remembering: Charlotte, Mecklenberg 
county, is en the line of the Danville 
Railroad, 158 miles W. 8. W, of Raleigh. 
Salisbury, Rowan county, the next 
peint of importance on the same line, is 
118 miles west Of Raleigh and 40 mil 

north of Charlotte. -Greensboro’, Guil- 
ford county, is 86 miles W.: N. W. of 
Raleigh, and 45 miies N. E. of Salisbury. 
From Greensbor@ to Danville, (Va.), 
the depot of Richmond, the distance is 
45 miles by the line of the railroad. The 
two points, of most importance between 
Wilmivgton and Raleigh are Fayette- 
ville 2nd Goldsboro. Fayetteville is on 
the left bank at Cape Fear river, sixty 
wiles south of Raleigh, and one hundred 
miles north-west of Wilmington. ‘At 
that point is an arsenal of construction 
and the town is the focus of 4 system of 
plank roads..' Goldsbero is on the Wil- 
mington and Weldon Railroad, fifty 
miles south-east of Raleigh and seventy 
miles north of Wilmington. The Union 
forces, aggregating probably eighty 
thougaad men, are advancing into North 
Carolina from three directions—from 
South Carolina, from the coast, and from 
East ‘Tennessee. The advance of the 
column from the mountains toward the 
railroad between Salisbury and Danville, 
will compel Beauregard te continue his 
retreat, to escape an attack in flank or 
the destruction of communication with 
Lee, and therefore, a serious engagement 
can hardly be expected on that line south 
of Greensboro’. Sherman may follow 
Beauregard as the rebels anticipated, or, 
having cumpleted the destruction of the 
railroad south of Charlotte, may strike 
across the country to form a junction 
with Schofield at Fayetteville or Raleigh. 
The Capitol of the State is the probable 
rendezvous of the Union forces. Raleigh 
is in Wake county, a few miles west of 


the Neuse river, 148 miles N. by W. of | 1, 


Wilmington, 60 miles N. N. E. of 
Fayetteville, and 120 miles §,.W. of Pe- 
tersburgh. The city is connected by 
railroad with Weldon on the north, Golds- 
boro on the east, and Greensboro’ on 
the west. Wake county is the most 
populous in the State, and previous to 
the war was a stronghold of Whigs, 
Americans, Conservatives, or.any other 
organization opposed to the Calhoun 
Democracy. The compen séction of 
North Carolina, in which our armies are 
about to operate, has an agreeably df- 
versified surface, much fertile soil, and 
many good farms. Free from the swamps 
of the coast region or the rugged and 
barren mountains of the west, this cen- 
tral belt of country is healthy, ‘well-sup- 
plied and well-adapted for military ope- 
rations. As the rebel papers ‘are pro- 
hibited from publishing army news, it is 
likely we shall gét no further intelli- 
gence from Sherman for several days, 
unless couriers make their way to the 
coast.—[Sac. Union.
